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ACTIVISTS, ROCK STAR IN STUDENTS IN FIGHT FOR ENVIRONMENT 


August 21, 1997 — September 2 marks the launch of the Concordia Student Union’s (CSU) 
Orientation Program under the banner “Environmentalism for the New Millennium.” 
Activities include a free outdoor concert, guest lectures by David Suzuki, Ralph Nader and 
Paul Watson, among others, and a partnership with delegates from the United Nations 
Environment Program who are in Montreal to celebrate the tenth anniversary of the 
Montreal Protocol on abating ozone depletion. 


The environmental theme coincides with intensified efforts by students to turn Mackay 
Street between Sherbrooke Street and de Maisonneuve Blvd. into a green space. The 
student-led initiative, called the Greening of Mackay, seeks to remedy a chronic lack of 
green space at the Sir George Williams Campus and in the downtown core. From as early 
as 1971, students have campaigned for a greening plan and recent efforts have resulted in 
meetings with City Hall to discuss the prospect.
